A Louk at the Farms and Crops Along the 
Koute, 

Cotumpus, Ga., May 22.—[Special.]—On 

Saturday your correspondent boarded the 6:50 

a.m. train on the Central railroad, and in a few 


brief moments the narrow thoroughfares of the 
great city, with her throngs of workers hasten- 
ing to begin the day’s labor, were behind him, 
and we were rolling along through green fields 
and vine-clad hills, which, bathed in the soft 
sunshine of the new May day, presented a 
picture of poutical beauty that seemed a veri- 
table paradise to the over-worked clerk whose 
days are spent in the stifling atmosphere of a 
close office. 
THE CROPS ALONG THE LINE. 

Corn looks well, and seems to nave gotten a 
good start, and cotton, though small, also has 
a healthy appearace, but the prolonged dry 
weather has done the oat crop up. Many 
fields have headed out but a few inches from 
the ground, and to save it, farmers will have 
to adopt the method resorted to by Colonel 
Tom Howard once under similar _ cir- 
cumstances, “lather the fields and 
shave them.”’ There is no queés- 
tion of doubt but that much of the crop will 
have to be mowed and cured ashay. How- 
ever, many argue that this is the best way jo 
harvest oats for provender anyhow. 

FRUIT. 

As the road approaches Griffin it is lined 
with asuceession of orchards and vineyards, 
which this year are loaded with fruit. In 
fact the fruit crop of Georgia for 1889 will be 
one unprecedented in the history of thé state, 
and the question naturally arises, what will 
we do with it? Can it, says ore, but thé 
market is already overstocked with canned 
goods. Dry it says another, but the stock of 
dried or evaporated fruits now on hand would 
very nearly supply the demand for another 
twelve months. Make brandy of it says an 
old toper, as the delights of peach and honey 
float hazily through his befuddled brain, but 
that won't do for the prohibitionists say 
‘twould bea public wrong. What will we do 
with it, I continued to muse, as we whirled by 
orchard after orchard, every tree bending un- 
der its precious load. 

“What will we do with it?” repeated Mr. 
W. J. David, manager of the alliance ware- 
house at Columbus, who got on ata 
wavside station, as he settled himself 
comfortably in a seat, ‘“‘why utilize it 
in many ways. Not to make the _ best 
possible use of this gracious gift of an Allwise 
Providence would be av inexcusable crime. 
We will sell what we can, dry, preserve and 
otherwise save what wecan for future use, 
and feed the surplus to our stock. Frnit is as 
much relished by stock as man. An occa- 
sional feed of peaches or apples is much en- 
joyed by both horses snd mulesand will do 
them good; and also by cows, though possibly 
it might be better to stone peaches for the 
latter; and the hogs will leave the orchards in 
fine condition. Don’t you fret, we'll 
utilize the fruit crop and it will go a long ways 
in piecing out the scant stock of supplies on 
hand.’’ 
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!T GRIFFIN, 

Llett tie train tospend the day with my 
friend, Harry C. Brown, editor of the Farmer and 
Fruit Grower, whose ready pen is doing good 
work in advocacy of the principles of the 
Farmers Alliance, and in his company visited 
many of the orchards and vineyards near the 
city. Griffin is one of the prettiest and most 
admirably situated cities in the state. Lo- 
cated on the water shed between Flint 
river and the tributaries of the Ocr- 
mulgee, it commands a magnificent 
view of the surrounding country. The resi- 
dences of its citizens, fronting on broad, w ell 
kept streets, are typical southern homes, em- 
boweredin roses witha magnificent back 
ground of fruit trees and graperies. One of 
the most delightful of these is that of Mr. W. 
E. H. Searcey, which I visited. It is located 
about one mile south of the city, a beautiful 
structure of modern architecture, surrounded 
by one of the prettiest farms in Georgia, em- 
bracing 500 acres. He has thirty acres’ in 
peaches in full bearing, laden with fruit, some 
of which is already beginning to blush under 
the ardent rays of the May sun, and June will 
put much of it on the market. 
Mr. Searcey is a gentleman of wealth and re- 
finement and has spared no expense in beauti- 
fying his home. 

THE GEORGIA EXPERIMENT. 


Among other points of interest, I visited the 
Bates place, on which the directors have lo 
cated the Georgia Experiment station, and to 
see the place is to be convinced of the wisdom 
of their actionin sodoing. AsI gazed on its 
wondrous beauty, I could but feel that it was 
the realization of a pastoral dream. The resi- 
dence is situated in a beautiful grove fronting 
on the Central railroad, with a well kept 
flower yard, on either side of which beautiful 
fountains threw up their silvery spray. 
On the right is a magnificent field of clover, in 
which several mild-eyed Jerseys stood, belly 
deep in the luxuriant growth, looking askance 
at the intruders as they lazily,switched off the 
flies, and back is the orchard, a collection 
of the finest varieties of fruit. In the orchard 
is a tower, on whic is an immense water tank, 
supplied from the fish pond, farther back by a 
hydraulic ram™ This ts the ram, which Broth- 
‘er Rusk, United States secretary of agricult- 
ure, says crossed on the common sheep of the 
country, will produce a hardy strain. I don’t 
think it has ever been crossed, but 
with very little strain it lifts 
enough water to the tank to supply the entire 

yremises. The Jands lie well, slightly undu- 
faite ane in a bhigh state of cultivation and 
we]l watered. I hardly believe there is a farm 
in Georgia better adapted for the great work 
to be done by the experiment station, and the 
board of directors are to be commended for the 
wisdom displayed in its selection. 

A BLIND RAILROAD AGENT. 

At four p.m. I left Griffin for Columbus, 
via the Goorgia Midland and Gulf. The crops 
along this line, as on the Central, are 
in good condition, though suffer- 
ing some for rain, The 
farmers are complaining of the ‘‘bad-stand”’ 
of cotton and shortness of the oat crop. 

As we checked up at Ellerslie, my atten- 
tion was attracted by a follow passenger, who 
exclaimed: ‘Look! A blind man looking at 
his wateh to see if the train js on time.’”’ Sure 
enough, there stood; Mr. Jesse Moore, the blind 
agent, staring with his sightless eyes at the 
train, while the sensitive tips of his fingers 
passed over the face of his watch. He ap- 
peared to be satisfied, for he turned 
to his desk and placing his hand 
on the telegraph instrument and 
calling up the Columbas agent, announced No. 
2on time. Although blind Mr. Moore bas 
been inthe railroad service for many years. 
He was agent of the Columbus and Rome 
railroad at Cataula for a long time and on the 
completion of the Georgia Midiand and Gulf 
accepted the agency at Ellersvie. His office 
is one of the best managed on the line, and no 
employee of the company holds more fully the 
confidence of his superior otticers. 

The run to Columbus was made in good time, 
and by the way, the Georgia Midiand is one of 
the best equipped and best managed roads in 
the state, and its road bed is in splendid con- 
dition, all of which 1s largely due.to the sa- 
gacious management of Superintendent M. E. 
Gray. He has spent his life in railroad ser- 
vice and has few equals in his line of work, of 
which the splendid condition of the Georgia 
Midland is a striking evidence. Dew.

The merchant was busy 
with a customer, and so was his clerk, and he 
said to the man in a confiding way: ‘‘Just 
walk around there behind the counter and 
pick out your knife and bring itto me and I 
will price it to you—just walk around, ny 
friend, and wait upon yourself.” But he 
ste pped over to his clerk and wispered, ‘‘watch 
him, Tom.’’ -It does look like ey erybody is 
watching everybody. Watch aad pray is the 
motto of m: any a asaint in business matters. 
Suppose everybody was honest and candid and 
truthful and industrious, what need would 
there be of so many clerks in the stores. Trav- 
elers tell us that there isa township in Switz- 
erland where the stores have no 
clerks. The owner works his garden 
his little farm part. of the day 
and when a customer comes in and finds no- 
body to wait upon him, he waits upon himself 
and either puts the money inthe drawer or 
jeayes a memorandu|jto have the goods charg- 
ed to him. Lets try that awhile—my nabor 
Satterfield’s garden needs work right now— 
why don’t heand hisclerks come and work it 
andfleave his store open. His customers can wait 
upon themselves and they would like todo it 
for it would look like confidence between man 
and man—nobody likes this “‘watch him Tom’”’ 
surt of business.

A Dream of Conquest.

General Lioyd S, Bryce, in L r June. 

This ieoatit of the conquest of America by 
the Chinese is the very clever nightinare of a 
literary eccngressman, General Lloyd 8. Bryce, 
who was only anine-year-old general during 
the war. 

It is not surprising that ahighly intelligent 
man should have a nightmare at the end of bis 
first term of congress, where he had been 
unable to prevent a $200,000 appropriation to 
open up ‘Little Log Roiling Creek’’ to naviga- 
tion, and had been unable to get an appropria- 
tion for coast defenses. 

Like some other literary “generals, Gencral 
Bryce is mighty with the pen, and his dream 
is full of yery clever satire; witness the follow- 
ing. dialogue between Wang-Chi-Poo, the 
mandarin who was destined to be adimiral of 
the fleet that was to attack our coast cities,and 
his Secretary Taonsu: 
 “O Taonsu,’’ he observed at last, 
harmony with state papers, and the doctrines of 
Confneius sadly pall on me today.

Tornadoes, 
From the Popular Science Monthly. 

Mr. J. P. Finley says that there are two 
principal conditions upon which the occurrence of 
tornadoes depends: One ig a state of unstable equis 
librium in the air, and the other a efrculatory 
motion with reference to any center of 
disturbanee, Tornadoes are most likely 
to occur in rezions where warm 
moist air flows underneath a colder anddrier strat- 
um coming from another direction. Such regions 
are found in the Mississippi, Missouri, and Ohio 
valicys, and in Alabama, Georgia, and the Caroli- 
nas. The summer season isthe most favorable for 
tornadoes, when the interior of the continent is 
warmed un, and the air of the lower strata is drawn 
trom lowerlatitudes far up into the northern portions 
of the country on the eastern side of the Rocky 
mouniains, If this unstable condition does not 
of itself induce a disturbance, one is readily brought 
about by the addition of any small eflect from some 
other “cause, as from extremely warm weather, in 
which th@ air strata close to the earth’s sur- 
face becomes still hotter than those above 
them. -Toruadoes very generally accompany af 
area of low barometer and aretobe looked for in 
the southeast quadraat only of the ‘‘iow,” at dis- 
tances generally of from two hundred to five hun- 
dred miles from the center. But as the unstable 
state in a “low” very rarely extends down to the 
earth’s surface, tornadoes are not necessarily 
in every general storm. The desiructive violence 
of a tornado is sometimes confinedto a path a few 
yards in width, or it-may widen to the extreme 
limit of eighty rods. The tornado, with-hardly an 
exception, occurs just after the hottest part of the 
day—most frequently between 3:30 and 5 p, m. 
The month of greatest frequency is May, April 
coming next. It is estimated that one hun- 
dred and forty six tornadoes occur in 
United Siates yearly. The voriex wind Velocities 
of the tornado cloud vary-from one hundred to five 
hundred miles an hour, from actual measurements 
Velociticsof from eight hundred to one 
niles an hour are extremes that have been reported, 
but- may not be aliogcther reliable. The cloud 
generated by the vortex assumes the form of a 
funnel, with the smaller end toward the earth. The 
characteristic effects of a tornado are objects drawn 
into the vortex from all sides, whirled upward and 
thrown outward by the circling air; struciures are 
literally torn to pieces, as shown by the finenes~ 
of the debris; light objects are carried to 
great heights, and also to great distances: 
persons are stripped of clothing; fowls and 
birds are denuded of feathers and kil _— 
trees are whipped to bare poles, uprooted o 
twisted off near the roots; heavy timbers are driven 
through the sides of buildingsor deep into the solid 
earth;men and animals are terribly maffgled by con- 
tact with flying debris, and by being swept over the 
surface of the ground; bowlders weighing tons are 
rolied along; railroads trains are thrown from the 
tracks; and fron bridges are carried from thetr 
foundations,

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THE DEVILS OF WAR. 


The Scream of aShell That Blotted Men Off 
the Face of the Earth. 
From the New York &un. 

‘There is something terribly menacing in the 
ping ofa musket ball, as it cuts the air above 
the heads of men in line—something to try the 
nerves df the bravest in the rush of a solid 
shot, but of all the devils in war, the scream 
Ofashellisthe wickedest. A bombshell flies 
with a long ‘‘w-o-u-s-h!’’ something like the 
rush of a big sky rocket, and there are shells 
used by the light artillery which fly with a 
sort of long drawn sigh, not at all terrifying. 
But the man who hears the scream of a W hits 
worth shell will never forget the sound to the 
day of his death. Itisa concentration of the 
war whoop of an Indian—the snarl of a tiger 
—-the scream of a woman in mortal terror. It 
begins afar off with a muttered threat of ven- 
geance ; it grows upon the ear with a howl as 
of wolves in pursuit of a lone traveler; it 
comes nearer with shrieks of battled rage; it is 
at hand with ascream which can be likened 
to nothing but the cries ofamob mad for 
death and destruction. 

have seen a dozen men killled by these 
Whitworth shells, and I verily believe that 
most of them were so terrified by the sounds 
that they suffered nothing in the moment of 
death. One could tell after a few experiences, 
whether the shell wasin the direct line or to 
the right or left, but the coming ever brought 
a feeling of helplessness—a sort of dumb terror 
which held the limbs captive.

‘“'Then,as to cheap work,we are now making 
a line of castings for Blount & Bell's wagon 
factory, which they -have been getting from 
Louisville. It has not been done here before, 
because it was too low priced to be profitable, 
except in a shop especially prepared for it. 
This amounts to about $4,000 a year, and we 
are getting all of it now. 

‘T mention this to show that we are not try- 
ing to get work away from established con- 
cerns in this section. Werather try to avoid 
that as much as we can by doing another class 
of work. 

“The money return from the work we value 
less than the results we see in the boys them- 
selves, but the marketing of their work 
shows that they are not playing. They 
have been here some months spending twenty 
hours a week in the shop and they are begin- 
ning to acquire some skill. This brass box was 
made from the patterns to the finish by the 
boys themselves. They did the work, of course 
with some directions or it might have been 
spoiled, but we managed to make them do all 
the work and do it well. 

‘There is one feature of the 
which I consider of especial value to the boys 
when they come to go into business for them- 
It isa system of accounts in Keeping 
up with the work. Many a man 
has failed because he did not 
kuow how to make estimatesand how to ad- 
just the parts of a job or machine so as to pro- 
good article with the least possible

“Tiere is an order blank showing the cost of 
the machine with the time spent on each part 
and the value of the time and cost of the ma- 
terial. so that the whole cost ,or cost of any 
particular part, ci ms be gotten atin a momeut. 

‘Here is this cultivator, forinstance. [There 
is the one made by the man who. invented it 
and lrere are some made by the boys. You can 
see the difference between the man’s work 
and the boy’s work.’ 

The machine had apparently been througha 
great evolution and was vastly improved in its 
latest forin. 

“The boys have the best tools and the most 
improved machinery to work with and they do 
work,”’ continued Professor Hig- 
gins. ‘‘We have here & machine 
shop not equaled in its equipment 
by any technical school in the country. The 
boys were not allowed to go on work at first, 
but were put through an elementary course 
which grounded them in principles and gave 
them accuracy and skill in the use of tools.’’ 

Upstairs Mr. Cassidy was in charge of an- 
other section of boys in the wood working de- 
partment, each at his bench making some- 
thing. Some of the boys were at work on the 
cultivators alluded to above and the jointing 
of the frames was close and substantial, Others 
were making hoppers for the same machines 
and the angulat and beveled = edges 
of the sides made it a rather difficult piece of 
work, but they were equal to the occasion and 
the hoppers already tinished showed good and 
accurate work. Another specimen was in the 
maple frame sof the fire scréens, which had 
bee ‘n accurately fitted and joined with gine. 

“We giv e espec ial attention to inventions, 
anid I am surprised to see how many are 
broughthere. .We get them in shape for the 
inventors and make the machines econom- 
ically. The Worcestor shop greatly stimu- 
lated invention there and I think that city has 
taken out more good patents than any other of 
the same size inthe country. This school is 
having the same effect here, and it will give a 
tremendous stimulus to manufacturing. These 
boys will be fitted for — that and 
their fathers will set them up in 
the bi isiness they ase fitted for, as far as they 
are al 1e 

“ye :,”" said Mr. Inman, ‘there 
here from Atianta whose parents are able to 
build shops for them, and they will do it if 
their boys show the abili ty to take charge of a 
manufacturing business. 

“I believe skill and tra ning are more needed 
than mont y to b uild up the manufacturing in- 
terest ee re,’ ’ said Professor Higgins. 

“Mr. Van Winkle is an illustration of what 
technical training will do,’’ said Mr. Inman, 
“he graduated from a technical school and 
started with skill but no capital. Now look at 
his works.”’

Loo ‘king ronud at the formidable array of 
apparatas Dr. Hopkins continued: ‘‘There is, 
of course, a great deal of apparatus that we 
can’t make yet. We have the latest and. best 
that is made and keep right up with the times. 
Youfmight find ajlarger colluction of apparatus, 
but vou will not tind a larger one in which the 
machines are all of the latest pattern. A great 
deal of the apparatus in coileges is out of 
date. 

The boys as far as possible are not only 
shown the apparatus and the use of itin 
illustrating the principles of physical science, 
but are shown how to make it, and the result 
will be-the invention of new apparatus and 
new applications of principles by the boys. 
Asa stimulus to origigal investigation the 
skill and facility for making apparatus will be 
a tremendous advantzeze. 

Itisa curious fact that knowledge in this 
experimental and ¥ tical form enters the 
mind much easier and faster than in any other 
way, and there is a geowing impression that 
this isthe only way to teach. Life is getting 
80 short in proportion to the things to learn and 
the work todo that we haven’t time to shut 
ourselves up with books as much as we used to; 
we must get out among things and study the 
things themselves, just as we do in actual life. 

Dy. Hopkins has made acurious experiment 
with a long pendulum like that used at Rome. 

A forty foot wire hung from the upper story 
- wh between the curves of the stairway has a 
veight on the bottom and this pendulum 
$v eat across a circ.¢ marked off on the floor. 

It is supposed that the earth is tu rning 
round from cast to west, whiie the pe ndulam 
pursues ,the even tenor of its way, and, there- 
jore, thatthe earth must gradually shift its 
position under the pendulum. 

This is shown to be actually the case, for the 
floor, with the building and the e: arth,gr: dually 
turns rount. It looks as if the pendulum were 
turning the direction of its swing always a 
little to the west, but it is in reality the earth 
and the building with it that is turning. 

The circle is divided into twenty-four ares, 
each representing an hour. If the pendulum 
were directly over the north pole the floor, 
building and all would turn with the earth 
one arc to the cast every hour. If it were at 
the eqautor, it would not be over the axis of the 
earth and the floor would not move under it at 
all. In this case, as the pendulum is between 
the pole and the equator, there is enly a slow 
movement around the circle, and the change 
does not keep up with the hours. This is 
probably the largest pendulum in America.

THE FOURTH ARTILLERY TO ARRIVE 
THIS WEER. 


The First Detachment Will Reach the Bar- 
racks This Afternoon—Others Will Fol- 


low Tomorrow or Tuesday.

Everything at Fort McPherson 
readiness for the reception of the Fourth 
tillery. 

For some time past active preparations have 
been making for the coming of the troops. 
The buildings have been undergoing a thorough 
renovation, the grounds cleaned up, and the 
whole place has been made to look as neat and 
clean as anew pin. 

Stores and provisions have been arriving, 
and during the past week the barracks have 
presented a busy scene. But now everything 
is in order, and the only thing lacking is the 
presence of the soldiers. 

Post Surgeon J. C. G. Happerseit, with his 
corps of assistants, has been onthe grounds 
for the past week or so, and the hospital Nas 
been putin the best possible condition “for 
taking careof allthe men who may need 
medical attention on their arrival. 

The guard house is also in ship shape, and 
if any of the soldiers are inclined to be unruly 
they will find a place awaiting them in 
which they can cool off. 

THE SOLDIERS WHO ARE COMING. 

When tie entire garrison arrives there will 
he nine batteries of artillery quartered at Mc- 
Pherson barracks. These batteries compose 
the Fourth regiment of artillery. 

Oniy four of the batteries can at present be 
quartered in the barracks proper, and the other 
four will be put in camp in @ grove just south 
of the barracks, on the reservation. These 
coinpanies, however, will only remain at Mc 
Pherson barracks until the end of the epidemic 
season, which is about the latter part of Octo- 
ber, when they will be ordered farther south, 
to points in Florida. 

Although the troops to be stationed here are 
artillery, they will bring no guns or artillery 
equipment with them. They will use nothing 
but the regular ariny muskets, and their drills 
and daily parades will be of the same order as 
infantry. 

The fouth artillery band wil 
the regiment, and will be 
statioued at McPherson barracks.

Already, commission merchants and 
others of this city have agreed to take the pro- 
duct of the farm for the first year at a fair 
price, and it is believed that the business can 
be made to pay a handsome profit. A stock 
company with a paid up capital of $5.000 will 
run the business, with an experienced man in 
charge of the same. 

THE NEW BAPTIST CHURCH. 

Committees are hard at work canvassing for 
subseriptions to the fund for the building of 
the new Baptist churen in this city. Already 
the sum subscribed is between ten and twelve 
thousand dollars, and it may be said that the 
work has but fairly begun. It is desired to 
raise $20,000, with which amount an edifice 
can be erected which will be an ornament to 
the city as well as acredit tothe congregation 
building it. A beautiful site has already been 
secured, corner of Lee and Taylor streets, and 
work upon the building will doubtless begin 
this summer.

The pit of the new opera house has been 
floored over for the tables, and the galleries 
will be opened to ladies and guests who may 
be invited by the Alumni to hear the speeches 
of the distinguished «gentlemen who are to 
respond to the different toasts, 

NOTIFY THE TREASURER. 

It is most earnestly desired by the committee 
that everyone who expects to attend the ban- 
quet will promptly notify the treasurer, Mr. 
S. L. Hull, in order that a seat may be re- 
served for him. It will be extremely embar- 
rassing to the committee should they be called 
upon at the last moment to provide for a num- 
ber of additional members. 

The committee havo had communication 
with all the railroads, and special rates have 
been fixed forthe Alumni coming to and guing 
from the reunion. These tickets will be on 
sale at all stations by the 13th of June, and 
will be good until the 20th of June.

THE BANQUET OF 1872 RECALLED. 

In glancing over the files of the Southern 
Watchman, a paper published in Athens just 
after the war, your correspondent chanced to 
read of the great alumni banquet of 1872, and 
in the article upon that subject were to be seen 
a great many things which, perhaps, might in- 
terest the reading public today. 

It was a day of triumph for the university. 
The din and clash of war had cleared away, 
and everything was moving onward in the 
march of progress. Class after class had gone 
forth from the college to illustrate in the bat- 
tle of life the genius of ;Georgia manhood, and 
to show the merit of those whose proud right 
it was to call themselves alumni of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. In legislative halls they 
had gained distinction, at the bar they had 
displayed great force and power; in every vo- 
cation in life they had been wonderfully suc- 
cessful: and on the battle fields of the confed- 
eracy they had sacrificed property and life: to 
a cause they loved and revered. 

Laden down with the fragrant memories of 
the past, aud bright with the brilliant hopes of 
the future, they assembled in 1872 around the 
festive board evince their love for alma 
mater. 

The banquet was held 
commencing at 7:30 o’clock and terminatingfat 
12 o’clock, August 14th, 1872. The tables 
groaned under the delicacies prepared for the 
occasion, Which were served up in excellent 
style, after which sherry, champagne and 
toasts, intermingled with each other, lent to 
the ®ther pleasures of the occassion an ad- 
ditional enjoyment. 

THE TOASTS. 

From the time when Colonel B.C. Yancy arose 
to respond to the teast of ‘Our Beloved State,’’ 
until the moment that General John B. Gor- 
don, amidst great applause, took his seat after 
responding to the toast, ‘Our Alumni of the 
Lost Cause,”’ pleasure reigned supreme. At 
such a pimt@e, and under such circumstances, 
even the bitterest enmity would have found it 
impossible to have lived. Fraternal feeling 
was atits highest flow, and around that ban- 
quet board was found nothing save enjoy- 
ment.

Seventeen years have passed by since that 
time and change after change has come upon 
us. 

The faces seen around that board are changed 

in appearance; some are wrinkled with age; 
the tlowing locks of hair have become of sil- 
vern hue; while over half of that distinguished 
band of speakers have gone to their eternal 
home. 

But this year the alumni meet again to cele- 
brate this time the centennial year of the uni- 
versity’s existence. The banquet spread of 
this occasion is not to be less perfect than that 
of seventeen years ago, and the responses to 
the different toasts will be full of wit, humor 
and force. The respondents have not yet been 
settied upon fully, but it may safely be said 
that the brilliancy and aptness of their re- 
marks will not fall short of the utterances of 
their predecessors. “Weexpect to see with 
us at commencement,’’ said a member of the 
committee, “a great many of those who were 
here in 1872. We shall welcome them cor- 
dially.”

DISTINGUISED SPRECHES. 
It was at these commencement exercises 


that General Robert Toombs made one of his 
finest speeches. General Toombs addressed 
the Alumni society on Tuesday morning of 
commencement week, and was greeted bya 
large audience. For the occasion he had pre- 
pared an elaborate speech, and as he laid his 
manuscript upon the small desk before him, 
everyone expected a grand oration. The grand 
oration came, but not in the way his audience 
expected it. The general started out very 
nicely reading his manuscript, and was making 
a good impression when suddenly he became 
tangled in his speech, and all seemed lost. 
But he was not accustomed to reading manu+ 
scripts 

The great genius of Robert Toombs was not to 
be contined within the narrow limits of a few 
sheets of paper. He dashed the paper aside, 
started out extemporaneously, and mounted to 
the very height of eloquence, carrying with 
him the rapt gattention of his audience, and 
ever and anon drawing from his hearers bursts 
of tumultuous applause. It was a speech long 
to be remembered, and went upon record as a 
sample of What aman could do in an extem- 
poraneous speech. 

Another speech which attracted great atten- 
tion during the commencement exercises of 
this year, was the speech of Emory Speer, 
delivered before the two literary societies. 
Mr. Speer had graduated only four years 
previous to this address, and, being quite 
young, was not expected to put on record an 
eloquent or lasting speech. sut from the 
highly complimentary notices fonnd in the 
columns of gthe Watchman, we find that it 
was one of the most striking events of the 
commencement season: 

‘Phe address was on the subject of educa- 
tion, was well delivered, and contained 
thoughts which would have dione credit’ to an 
older head.”’ 

The main idea sought to be impressed 
by the speaker, was that the state should 
educate her sons, and the words uttered 
then bat illustrate the phase that ‘‘coming 
events cast their shadows before.’’ Today 
Chancellor Boggs is earnestly at work upon 
this same idea that the state should educate her 
sons, and it will not take many years to show 
a reinarkable change in this direction. But 
I have digressed from this subject before me, 
and I return to the alumni banquet and 
reunion. 

I'hese reminiscences of seventeen years ago 
all go to show what can be done at an alumni 
reunion. As grand as the occasion may have 
been in 1872, the committee have every hope 
to eclipse it in 1889, and although we will not 
have with usa Robert Qoombs to charm with 
his eloquence, or a Bishop Pierce to attract by 
his loveliness, there will be heard the voices 
of Georgia’s distinguished sons of today, as 
they renew around the banquet beard the 
feelings which animated them when in the 
early morn of life they went forth from these 
college halls as fuli-fledged graduates.

There is no excuse for so much lawless- 
ness in the southwest. 

A story of the past, just recalled bya 
Louisiana paper, may give a pointer to the 
governors of states where illegal organiza- 
tions occasionally undertake to disturb the 
peace of the community. 

It seems that some years before the war 
Governor Wickliffe, of Louisiana, was noti- 
fied that in the Attak: spas region the regu- 
lators were out in force, whipping and ban- 
ishing obnoxious individuals. He issued no 
proclamation, ordered no arrests, made no 
flurry, but, attended only by his adjutant- 
general, went. at once to the scene of action. 

The regulators were surprised when they 
heard of the governor’s arrival. Several of 
their leaders called-on him to ask his inten- 
tions. Wickliffe told them the shame, dis- 
grace and anarchy that must result from 
thelr lawlessness, and appealed to them to 
disband and become good citizens, One of 
the regulators asked what he would do_ in 
the event of their refusal to to his 
request. “If you do not disband within 
twenty-four hours,”’ said the governor, ‘‘I 
will arrest and bring to trial every man of 
you, if it takes the whole force of tle state 
to do it.”” The regulators helda conference, 
disbanded and returned to their homes. 

It was many years before any. similar 
trouble occurred again, When the head of 
a state government is a man of courage, de- 
termination and tact, he can do much 
unaided to keep the peace and overawe 
those who would openly defy the law. A 
few governors of the Wickliffe stamp are 
needed in some of the western and south- 
western states. 
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Sane or insane, Francis Train is 
not a safe man to argue with. 

A recent discussion growing out of a 
lunacy case reminds the Boston Globe of the 
trouble a doctor got into with 
l’rancis when steps were taken to place that 
erratic citizen in an asylum, 

It seems that Dr. William A. Hammond 
was called on for an opinion. He testified 
that Train was of unsound mind and irre- 
sponsible, but harmless. Dr. Hanmmond’s 
testimony upon this latter point caused 
Train’s discharge, On the following day 
the alleged harmless lunatic wrote a note 
to the doctor in which he said that if he 
should some day put a bullet through Ham- 
mond’s heart he could not be convicted of 
murder because the court had already dis- 
charged him, pronouncing him both irre- 
sponsible and harmless. 

Dr. Hammond studied the note awhile 
and then submitted it to several of the best 
lawyers in New York. ‘The universal 
opinion was that Train knew what he was 
talking about. Fortunately, he behaved 
himself so weil that it never became neces- 
sary to arrest him again. 

It is needless, however, to say that Dr, 
Itammond ever since this queer experience 
bas been convinced that when a man is ir- 
responsible the only safe and just way is to 
lock him up.

THE TWO DROMIOS. 
They Meet Py the Wayside and Hold a Small 
Convention. 

Since the two Dromios held their last con- 
sultation word has been brought tothem of the 
death of Colonel Albert R. Lamar. To the 
Dromio from Ephesus this information brought 
sorrow and regret. 

[have known Albert Lamar for twenty 
years, and a part of thetime very intimately. 
He made a great reputation in Georgia as an 
editorial writer, and, in addition to this he 
won a notoriety for bitterness which he did 
not deserve. ILhave met men who were out- 
wardly more genial than he, but I have never 
known a man who possessed a tenderer heart 
or a more generous nature. 

I had supposed that time and various disap- 
pointments had soured his disposition, but a 
few weeks ago he spent a night, at Ephesus, 
and I had the pleasure of his company. Until 
the small hours of morning we sat and talked 
together, and I shall always retaina lively and 
appreciative recollection of his humor and his 
versatility as a talker. He had had many 
rich and rare experiences; he was in public 
life for many years; he knew all the men who 
have made the history of this country during 
the past forty years, and it is a pity that he 
failed to leave some record of his recollections. 

Sitting ina rocking chair on the veranda 
of a humble cottage at Ephesus, he gave free 
reign to his talk, and it covered a wide range 
of subjects. Among other things, he touched 
onasomewhat serious controversy he had 
some years ago with the editor of THE ConsTI- 
TUTION, andhe. told me what I had long 
known, that the controversy grew out of a 
misapprehension as to the authorship of a 
paragraph in the Macon Telegraph, of which 
he was editor. And he gave expression to feel- 
ings of the greatest friendship for the editor 
of THE Constirurion—feelings that had not 
been at all disturbed by the controversy re- 
ferred to. . 

I have mentioned this in order to go a little 
further and say that Albert Lamar was not 
the author of one-tenth the bitter things at- 
tributed to him. He hada caustic pen, and a 
style that is rarely approached in journalism, 
and he had strong convictions, but he was not 
bitter. Bluntness, in this age of extra refine- 
ment, is frequently mistaken for bitterness, 


but rightly handled,as Lamar handled it, it’ 


almost invariably takes the shapeof the won- 
derful force to be found in the sermons of 
Jeremy ‘Taylor. 

Lamar made small display of his learning, 
advantage. His style 
was almost classical in its fiery vigor and in- 
sistence, and he never wrote without a pur- 
pose that was above and beyond the present 
hour. IHIlere is where he missed the opportu- 
nities of political life. He might have used-any 
number of politicians to his own advantage; 
@ creat many men were always ready and anx- 
ious to advance him, but he always made haste 
to give his opinions, and some of those whom 
he criticised were frequently his best friends. 
Sometimes they were astonished, sometimes 
they were grieved, and in many instances they 
were driven from him. But the most they 
could say was that they had been criticised by 
a man with convictions, and who believed that 
all he said was in behalf of the public. 

Now that Albert Lamar is dead, many of 
those who imagined they suffered from his 
criticisms will forgive him, and those who 
knew him best will mourn him. He was one 
of the ablest men Georgia has produced—a 
good friend and a faithful enemy. 
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“Tt does not helpa man to be educated and 
accomplished.” 

When the PDromio heard this he pushed 
aside his copy and looked at the speaker with 
sudden interest. He saw a middle-aged, 
neatly dressed man, whose sad eyes and care- 
worn face would have attracted attention any- 
where. 

The stranger talked in a. straightforward 
way without any flourishes. He was a for- 
eigner, whose familiarity with many languages 
had secured him an important position on the 
Panama canal. The failure of that enterprise 
left him penniless and friendless in a strange 
land. He worked his way as faras Atlanta, 
and tried to obtain some kind ‘of employment 
suited toa man of his education. 

He failed, just as nine out of ten men would 
have failed under the circumstances. It was 
impossible to obtain a situation in a newspa- 
per oflice, school or store. He went to work 
as a common laborer, but when he had saveda 
few dollars he gave up his job, and again 
sought more congenial employment. 


The poor fellow actually apologized for his 
presumption in asking for the work in which 
he could make his education useful, 

‘*You see,” he said, ‘“‘that when 
speaks and writes many languages, and is 
fitted to fill such positions as teacher, proof 
reader, secretary or clerk, he hates to go to 
work with a shovel with a gang of negroes,” 

The Dromio turned the matter over in his 
mind. He was unwilling to admit that a man 
was not helped by education and accomplish- 
ments. <All at once the explanation flashed 
upon him. It was simply this: Education 
will not help a man to success in material 
things unless he possesses business ability, in- 
dustry, energy, tact, a knowledge of human 
nature, and some personal magnetism.

Then another idea suggested itself, If a 
man has all these requisites, will he not be 
able to achievea very large measure of success 
without education? Itissafe to say that he 
will, that is, if by education we mean what is 
generally called culture. 

The Dromio found himself thinking of 
scores of menin his own circle of acquaint- 
ance who strikingly illustrated the truth of 
these conclusions. He thought of successful 
capitalists, business and professional men who 
had never read a dozen books in their lives. 

Some of these men, too, he recollected, were 
wonderfully strong and attractive speakers 
and writers. They had no book knowledge to 
draw upon, and yet when the occasion de- 
manded they held their own with students 
who had burned the midnight oil all their 
lives. 

In reviewing these men the Dromio remem- 
bered that they all possessed one thing in 
common—will power. He thought of one man 
in particular—a man who had made a fortane 
as acanvasser. This canvasser had once said 
that when he knew he was going to get a man 
he always got him. When he doubted he 
sometimes failed, and this fact had led 
him very often to leave a man’s office without 
saying a word. Whenever he felt the doubtful, 
uncertain feeling coming on he made it arule 
not to talk business. But when he worked his 
mind upto a pitch of such concentrated de- 
termination that he knew failure to be impos 
sible, he boldly went ahead, captured his- 
victim and secured his siguature. 

This remarkable canvasser’s will power, per- 
sonal magnetism and tact overwhelmed men 
who were unprepared to meet bim. 

His methods reminded the thoughtful 
Dromio of the fellow who was always Saying: 
“if you want.anything, ask for it!’’ 

There is more in this than appears on the 
surface. The successful man, asa rule, does 
not win his way by his culture, although he 
may be a cultured man. He succeeds because 
he asks for what he wants, and brings the 
whole battery of his will, his tact and his mag 
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are in a position to gratify him. 


Taking it for granted that these things are 
true, one may be tempted to ask why they aro 
not more generally known. Supericer men in 


all ages have been familiar with these mat- 


ters, but it goes without saying thatthere are | 


two sides to the business. Take the canvasser, 
again. His success depended in a great degree 
upon the fact that the persons attacked were 
taken by surprise. A man who had been 
warned of his coming would bave been able 
to match will power against will power, mag- 
netism against magnetism, and in this way he 
would have routed the canvasser. 

This is a big thing—this whole matter of a 
man’s willand magnetism, The books do not 
tell the half of it,'and they never will. Philoso- 
phers, however, may drop a fowcasual hints, 
especially such chatty Philosophers as

Mayor Glenn was interviewed on tle water- 
works yesterday afternoon as ; fol! Ows: 

“Pid vou notice Mr. Inman’s interview on 
the waterworks last Sunday?” 

“Yes, l read it with a great deal of interest 
on account of my high regard for Mr. Inman’s 
judgment. [ think Mr. Inman is unnecessarily 
alarmed about the increase of the city debt. 
Under the constitution of the state it is im- 
possible to increase the debt beyond seven per 
cent. of the taxablo value of the property of 
the city, and as this assessment is 
made from year to year under 
oath, based upon the actual cash vaine of the 
property, it will be seen that all talk about 
increasing the assessment for the purpose of 
additional bonds is wild talk.
